P r o c e s s io n a t S a n F r a n c is c o . 
S a n F r a n c isc o, September 19th.—During 
the procession last evening, and as it was 
about to advance from the corner of Mew 
Montgomery and Howard streets, an alarm 
of fire was sounded from box Cl, corner of 
Howard and Third streets. 
An immense 
crowd had gathered in this vicinity to see the 
start, and several divisions of the procession 
had been formed on the streets in the neigh­ 
borhood of the tire. 
The various companies 
of the procession fell back, and forced the 
crowd into places of safety ou the sidewalk, 
averting the danger from the desperate rush 
of the fire engines through such a gathering 
as had assembled. 
Notwithstanding the acts 
of the officers of the procession, many per­ 
sons, in the excitement of the occasion re­ 
mained in the direct course of the engines, 
and several were knocked down, although, 
fortunately, none were severe'y injured. 
A t the intersections of Sacramento, Clay 
and Washington streets with Kearny small 
knots of Chinese had gathered, and from the 
incessant chattering they kept up it seemed 
as though they were taking a painful interest 
in the proceedings. 
The only accident on the line of march was 
occasioned by an officer’s horse becoming un­ 
manageable on Montgomery street, near Sac­ 
ramento. 
A number of police officers at­ 
tempted to check the animal, and two or 
three of them were knocked down. 
Officer 
Quinn was more seriously hurt than any of 
the others. 
Ati examination of his wounds 
at the City Receiving Hospital showed that, 
although some severe contusions had been 
sustained, beyond them and a few bruises the 
injuries, although paiufuL, were not serious.

S a n F r a n c isc o, September 19th.—There 
were 600 registrations up to 9 o’clock last 
night, making a total of 19,407 up to date. 
The receipts of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road thua far Bhow a gain of over a quarter of 
a million dollars, as compared with the same 
time laat year, while there is an excess of 
nearly 8300,000 in the August earnings over 
those of the same month in 1879. 
During the past week death has gathered 
in 89 persons from our midst, 3 of whom died 
from smallpox. 
There were 11 deaths from 
zymotic diseases, 18 from constitutional, 43 
from local causes, 8 from developmental, 6 
violent deaths, and 2 causes unascertained. 
Of these 34 were natives of California, and 
19 of other States of the Union. 
One of the richest specimens of gold quartz 
that ever came to this city is at present at an 
assay office on Sacramento street. 
It is in 
two lumps, the whole weighing about 250 
pounds. 
Through the entire mass fine gold 
is scattered so thickly as to change the color 
in places. 
The two lumps together are 
valued at 86,000, and the rock mills to the 
very pleasant tune of 846,000 per ton. 
The Knickerbockers to-day defeated the 
Athletics by five to nothing.

This was not so much of a disap­ 
pointment, as there was a desire to see the 
two come together without others in the way, 
though the friends of Abbotsford were san­ 
guine that had it pot been for the accident at 
Petaluma he wonld have made a good show­ 
ing in the i ace. 
There was a good deal of 
betting the right Vrefore, at even rates, some 
large wagers being posted, while the pools 
went as fast as thr clerks could write the 
ticket». 
Just before the start Santa Claus 
was the favorite at the odds of 8100 on him 
to 882 50 on Nutwood. 
A t the Hecond score 
the horses got a very level start, though be­ 
fore a hundred yards were covered Santa 
Claus broke. 
He is a “ bad breaker,” and 
before hi* driver could make him regain the 
trot Nutwood had taken a lead of Beveral 
lengths. 
The half-mile was passed by Nut­ 
wood in 1:12, Santa Claus 1J seconds behind, 
equivalent to sixty feet. 
From thence Santa 
Claus came in with a rush, reducing the 
distance around the turo, aud when fairly 
straightened into the stretch he came with 
his old-time vim. 
Every stride he decreased 
the lead of his competitor, overtook him as 
he came opposite the stand, and among the 
ringing cheers of thousands won the heat in 
2:22. 
It was well known that Santa Claus 
“ was not himself,” and only ten days pre­ 
vious he could scarcely strike a trot, the 
trouble being cracked heels. 
It would r.ot do 
to trot him fast until these were healed, and 
hence his owner was aware that he could not 
be expected to come up to the form he had 
shown earlier iu the season. 
Then Nutwood 
had been exercised at Santa Cruz, and the re­ 
ports were that he never shown so well with 
the same amount of training, and this was 
the cause of the evenness in the betting. 
The timers made the last quarter in 33 
seconds, the last half of (he heat in 1:08. The 
betting was now 8100 on Santa Claus to $50 
on Nutwood. 
The driver of the latter was 
chaDged, and the substitute sent him along 
when the word was given at a terrible pace. 
It was too fast, however, and Nutwood 
br oke not more than fifty yards from the 
starting point—a terrible break, in which 
his driver had to yaw him about, the sulky 
coming very near to going over in one of 
his frantic bounds. 
In the meantime Santa 
Cruz was opening a 
long gap, though 
going well within himself, and at the half­ 
mile, in 1:11$, he was forty feet iu the lead. 
As they came down the stretch Nutwood 
broke agaiD, and when within a hundred 
yards of home, the driver of Santa Claus be­ 
gan to pull him up, when he went all to 
pieces, stumbling along and catching his 
quarter boots at every bound. 
Nutwood was 
also “ bobbing round and r.und,” and it was 
certainly one of the most ludicrous finishes 
ever seen in a trotting l eat. 
Santa Claus 
was pulled up, striking his trot a length be­ 
fore he came to the wire, and in a walk with­ 
in ten feet after he passed it. the time 2:24. 
In the third feat there is little to relate. 
.The driver of Santa Claus, benefiting by the 
lesson of the previous heat, allowed him to 
go along from the start to the finish. 
The 
quarter was made iu 36 seconds, the half iu 
1:09$, and the mile in 2:18, which could have 
been’ reduced had the driver of Santa Claus 
desired.

BUTLER 
AND

COLORED 
PEOPLE. 


G eneral B utler lias been talking to some 
colored people a t 1‘ittsburg, and his sta te ­ 
m ents w ere certainly of 
a rem arkable 
character. 
H e explained his retu rn to the 
D em ocratic p arty by saying th a t he had 
alw ays been th e friend of the negroes, and 
th a t after trying in vain to induce th e R e­ 
publican party' to protect them a t the 
South, he had a t last become disheartened, 
and so had gore to th e Democracy in the 
hope and expectation th a t they would 
afford th e relief he yearned for to his 
f r .in ls the colored citizens. 
I t ¡3 evident 
from this th a t B utler takes an entirely 
Southern view of the intellectual inferiority 
of th e negroes, for if he had not been per­ 
suaded th a t th ey were hopeless idiots he 
certainly never would have addressed so 
preposterous a statem ent to them . 
H ere 
is a p a rty of brigands w hich for years has 
been assailing and despoiling a peaceful 
people. 
The G overnm ent, through lack cf 
power, has been uuable to p u t down the 
brigands th u s far. 
A nd now G eneral B ut­ 
ler is moved, through sym pathy w ith the 
victim s, and despair of relief through the 
G overnm ent, to go and join the brigands 1 
T h at is th e plain English of his position. 
H is pretense of a belief th a t H ancock 
could or would do for the Southern negroes 
w hat G rant and H ayes have not been able 
to do, is silly and weak. H ancock is m erely 
th e figure-head p u t forw ard by the very 
men who have perpetrated every outrage 
and abuse th e negroes have endured. 
To 
as cert th a t there can be any expectation 
of b etter tilings from th e nom inee of the 
lie d S hirt Leagues and th e K uklux, is to 
insult th e common sense of the country. 
G eneral B utler proclaim s him self in favor 
of settin g the wolves to guard the sheep, 
because the shepherds have been unable 
to keep th e wolves aw ay from th e fold. 
An explanation so absolutely d estitu te of 
plausibility is som ething of a surprise from 
th e “ Essex statesm an, ’ for though he has 
never possessed any convictions or prin­ 
ciples lie has usually been very r droit in 
veneering his political im m orality. 
If the 
P ittsb u rg or any other colored people be­ 
lieve his present story, and think it suffi­ 
cient, we shall begin to despair of their 
future ourselves, b u t we are not disposed 
to believe th a t th ey are in any danger of 
being hoodwinked by so clum sy and fool­ 
ish 
a device. 
G eneral B utler has gone 
over to th e Dem ocrats because he found 
th a t he had worn out his welcome else­ 
w here. 
The ex ten t of his love for th e 
colored voters is sufficiently dem onstrated 
in the fact th a t he has now joined himself 
w ith their oppressors ; w ith a part}’ whose 
Southern members have not hesitated to 
declare th a t “ the negro m ust once more 
“ become a slave, or cease to b e.”

tain ty , tediousness, and unnecessary strain 
upon th e horses, have rendered them de­ 
cidedly unpopular, and some well-known 
breeders have refused to enter any of their 
stock in such races any more. 
The State 
A gricultural Society has wisely recognized 
the 
disadvantages of 
these 
protracted 
heats, and has therefore banished the three- 
in-five race from the speed program m e al­ 
together. 
T his year th e longest race will 
be tw o-in-three heat ones, and as a result 
th e speed program m e contains more entries 
than ever before, and th e entertainm ent 
of the public will be very m uch greater. 
Instead of, as old, having only tw o races 
in th e day, as was generally th e case,

four or even five, and th e public will no 
longer be tired out w ith those dreary in ­

running. 
Again, there will this year be no trouble 
in ascertaining w hat horses are about to 
compete, since it has been decided th a t 
drivers and jockeys m ust all w ear dis­ 
tinctive eolo.s, and neat uniforms, so th a t 
it will be easy to follow them w ith the eye 
from the beginning to the end of the race. 
Au im proved m ethod of announcing the 
results of the heat3 has also been in tro ­ 
duced, aud altogether it is safe to say th at 
th e races this year will be more lively and 
interesting th an th ey have ever been be­ 
fore.

W e p rin t th is m orning another sugges­ 
tion in regard to the election of county 
officers, m ade by a w ell-know n law yer to 
th e Red Bluff People's Cause. 
I t will be 
seen th a t this correspondent bases his be­ 
lief th a t elections m ust be held th is year 
upon a point w hich had not previously 
been called attention to. 
The position he 
takes is th a t since the C onstitution declares 
all laws in force a t its adoption, and which 
are not inconsistent w ith it, valid and 
operative u n til altered or repealed by the 
Legislature, and since the a ttem p t of the 
Legislature to alter th e old law s regarding 
county governm ent has been declared null 
and void by the Suprem e C ourt, it follows 
th a t th e old laws, w herever not incon­ 
sisten t w ith th e C onstitution, are still 
in force, anil consequently th a t the elec­ 
tions for county officers m ust proceed 
u nder them . 
As how ever th e C onstitution 
itself shortens the term s of th e present in­ 
cum bents one year, th is change supersedes 
the old law s in th a t regard ; 
and as 
th e C onstitution no t only fixes th e term s 
of th e present officers, but th e term s of the 
election of th eir successors, it is held th a t 
th e decision of th e Suprem e C ourt does 
not obviate th e necessity of electing county 
officers this year. 
W e th in k this argum ent 
a sound one, anil it confirm s the conviction 
derived from previously urged considera­ 
tions, th a t it will be necessary to hold elec­ 
tions for county officers this year. 
In the 
absence of an authoritative and final adju­ 
dication of th e question, in fact, it appears 
to us quite clear th a t th e w isest course is 
to proceed w ith all the preparations for the 
electio n ; and this, we th in k , candidates 
generally w ill decide to do. 
Certainly the 
w eight of reasoning th u s far is on the side 
of holding th e elections.

YET

COME. 


I Red Bluff People’s Cause.] 
E ditor People's Cause : From the fact 
th a t the Suprem e C ourt has decided the 
County G overnm ent A ct to be unconstitu­ 
tional, it does not follow th a t we are not 
to have an election of county officers this 
fall. 
On the contrary, it seems quite clear 
th at th e election m ust occur. 
A rticle X I., 
Section 5 of the C onstitution provides as 
follows : 
T:n Legislature, by central and uniform laws, 
shall provide for the election in the several counties 
of Boards of Supervisors, Sheriffs, County Clerks, 
Distiict Attorneys and such other county, township 
and municipal officers as public convenience may 
require, and shall prescribe their duties and fix their 
terms of office. 
The foregoing is th e only provision in 
the new C onstitution for th e creation of 
county officers. 
The C onstitution itself 
m akes no provision for th e appointm ent or 
election of these officers. 
T h at power is 
reposed in the Legislature and an attem p t 
was m ade to exercise it iu the C ounty Gov­ 
ernm ent Act. 
T h at A ct has been pro­ 
nounced unconstitutional, and it is ju st as 
if it had never been passed—and so we 
have no expressed provision in th e new 
C onstitution or by act of th e Legislature 
for the election or appointm ent ol county 
officers, and the situation would seem to be 
serious in d eed ; 
b u t fortunately 
among 
m anifold virtues th e C onstitution has a 
saving clause w hich m eets th e present 
em ergency. 
I t is as follows : 
Article XXII, Sec. 1. That no inconvenience may 
arise Imm tile alterations and amendments in the 
C institution 
f this state, and to carry the same 
into complete effect, it is hereby ordaint-d and de­ 
clared that all laws in force at the adoption of this 
Constitution wot inconsistent therewih i-hnll re­ 
main in full force and iffeot until altered or re- 
iicaied by the lexis a ure, and ail rights, actions, 
prosecutions, claims and contracts of the State, 
counties, individuals or bodies c irp rate, not incon- 
si-rent therewith, shall co r.inue to be at valid as if 
this Constitution bad not been adopted 
Now the law s providing for the election of 
county officers, in force a t th e adoption 
of the new C onstitution, were not in any 
sense or degree in conflict w ith tho new 
C onstitution, for as has been shown the 
new C onstitution did 
not deal w ith the 
question at all, except to conftr power in 
the premises upon the leg islatu re, a power 
which th e Legislature possessed under the 
laws then in force. 
From this it follows 
th a t the laws providing for the election of 
county officers in force at the tim e of the 
adoption of the new C onstitution are still 
in force, and elections m ust be called under 
them until th ey are repealed or amended. 
By these laws, however, the term s of the 
present county officers of 
this county 
would not expire until another year. 
B ut 
the C onstitution provides “ th a t the term s 
of all officers elected a t the first election 
under the same, shall be respectively one 
year shorter than the term s fixed by law or 
by this C onstitution, and the successors of 
all such officers shall be elected at the last 
election before the expiration of the term s 
as in this section provided.” 
As to term s 
of officers and the tim e of election thereof, 
the old law did conflict w ith the C onstitu­ 
tion but in no other respect, b ut as th e 
C onstitution itself fixed the tim e of the 
election of their successors, it would seem 
clear th a t the decision invalidating the 
C ounty G overnm ent A ct cannot practi­ 
cally affect the question of the election of 
county officers and th a t such election m ust 
take place th is year.

the Comstock laws, which are fraught with 
danger to the rights and liberties of the peo­ 
ple, and urge their repeal as unconstitutional, 
and as giving improper criminal jurisdiction 
to the U nited States Courts, and bringing the 
inviolability of the mails into questi-n. 
W hile r.ot approving offenses by Train, Hey- 
wood and Bennett, they regard their convic­ 
tion and accusation as an outrage far exceed­ 
ing the offense.

In response to a riot al uni s; unit­ 
ed by the fire departm ent at 4 o’clock, these 
troops assembled at their armory and left for 
Corning at 12 o'clock by a special train. 
A t 
7:30 I’. M a telegram was received by the Ad­ 
jutant-G eneral. (stating th at during an ex­ 
change of shots this evening between the mil- 
tary and miners three of the latter are known 
to have been wounded, but none of the mi­ 
litia were injured. 
A special to the Slate Journal says : 
This 
evening the miners charged on N'o. 3 mine on 
three sides. 
The troops opened fire on them, 
when an inglorious retreat was made. 
There 
are about ten wounded, nine cf them se­ 
riously. 
C olum bus, September 19th.—Private tele­ 
grams state th at when the miners assaulted 
the works at the Corning mine to-day they 
were ordered to halt by the militia, and th at 
they responded by firing upon the troops. 
The troops then returned the fire, wounding 
several men and scattering the assaulting 
party. 
A t midnight a telegram was received from 
Assistant Adjutant-G eneral Smith, stating 
th at all was quiet and no further trouble was 
anticipated to night. 
A special to the Stale Journal saya : A n­ 
other charge is expected upon the colored 
miners to-morrow.

STATE 
EQUALIZATION 
MATTERS- 
TAX LEVY. 


-T H E 


The State Board of Equalization was in 
session all day Saturday aud until a very late 
hour at night. Sacramento county, in a writ­ 
ten document, signed by Assessor J . TV. 
H ouston and Supervisors £ W ilson, Bauer, 
Blair and Butler, applied for a reduction of 
the assessment roll of Sacramento county 20 
per cent. 
It set forth that much of the 
property of the county is assessed too high ; 
that the assessment roll foots up §25.748,193, 
which is an increase of §7,181,078. 
Assessor 
H ouston was examined, and based bis appli­ 
cation verbady also upon the ground that 
other counties have not been assessed up to 
full cash value, and, therefore, to keep Sac­ 
ramento up would make her bear au unequal 
share of the burden of government. 
Messrs. W ilson, Bauer, Blair aud Butler 
were also examined and gave that also as a 
reason, and added that a great proportion of 
the realty is assessed beyond its true cash 
value. 
The Board refused to lower the roll.

Applications were made by many railroad 
companies to have their assessments lowered, 
all claim ing that they are assessed much 
above true cash value.

The Board, by uuanimous vote, refused to 
reduce any as-cssm ent on any road, but de­ 
clined to officially state the reason, whether 
for want of jurisdiction or because the roads 
are properly assessed. 
The matter was first 
earnestly 
discussed 
by 
Attorney-General 
H art on one side, and T. 11. M cFarland on 
the other. 
The Attorney-General held that 
when the State Board of Equalization had 
made its »s.»es»meuts of railroads and sent 
them to the couuties, such assessments be­ 
came individual as-essmeuts, aud under the 
decision of the Supreme Gourt could not be 
interfered with by the State Board. 
Judge 
M cFarland held to the contrary ; that, as the 
Board was the assessor of railroads, it had 
the power to equalize and correct such assess­ 
m ents, and that the san e are wholly within 
the jurisdiction of the State Board. 
The law 
lequired the B iard to 
iix the tax rate 
for

putpises before the expiration 
"f Saturday. About 11 o’clock, therelore, the 
B >ard after a long calculation found the value 
of all ; ro[‘crty to he £61.6,183,320; that it is 
necessary to r.,i~e §3 4»),000 ; that, therefore, 
the State tax shall be on each hundred dol­ 
lars, for the General Fund, thirty cents ; the 
School Fund, twenty-three cents; the Sink­ 
ing and Interest Fund, six cen ts; the Drain­ 
age Fund. five cents. 
Total, sixty-four cents 
on each one hundred dollars. 
The rate last 
year was 621 cents. 
The total valuation of 
property la-t year was §517.022,769. 
The 
increase therefore is §118,500,551. 
The levy 
of 04 cents is made on a sum twelve per cent, 
less than the total valuation of all pr tperty, 
that ptr cent, lieing required by law to be 
estim ated off for delinquencies. 
So far as equalizing between counties was 
concerni d the Board Ins done nothing, it 
having no time left it in which to do so, and 
because of a recent dtcision of the Supreme 
Court, the Board was greatly perplexed as to 
what it ought to d o ; it it lowered or raised 
the entire assessment roll of any county, it 
would w oik hardship upon all those individ­ 
ual assessments which are adm ittedly correct. 
Daring the afternoon there were some anima­ 
ted verbal passages in the Board that gave 
its session a decidedly lively character. 
The 
Board meets a.aiu to-day aud w ill then con­ 
clude its labors for the present.

C arson w as spokesm an, and in a 
brief speech stated th a t th ey wished to pay a 
trib u te of respect to one whom th ey believed 
to be a benefactor to th eir race, and to whom 
th ey ascribe the m erit of public service to 
them w bcn th eir fate and fu tu re w as in a 
critical state. 
B utler, in response, said he 
had done nothing b u t w hat lie conceived to 
be his d uty in th e war, which w u3 not begun 
for th e em ancipation of the slaves, because 
all w ould rem em ber the first proclam ation of 
P resid en t Lincoln for troops was to retake 
and repossess th e U u i’ed S tates of p ro p erty 
w hich had been seized from them , and to ex­ 
ecute th e laws.
